Harry F i s h b e i n of New 
York pl un ke d his ace of 
clubs on East’s king and re­ 
marked, “ I ain’t going to 
take no finesses today.” 
Harry can speak excellent 
English any time he wants 
to, but as he remarked when 
the hand was over and he 
had won the rubber, “ What 
do you think? Good gram­ 
mar or good play?” 
At trick two Harry led the 
five of diamonds and played 
dummy’s eight. East won 
with the jack and led a club 
to his partner’s queen. 
West shifted to the jack of 
hearts and Harry was on 


lead with the ace. He played 
a couple of rounds of trumps 
being careful to leave the 
queen of trumps in dummy. 
Then he led his last diamond 
and went up with dummy’s 
ace. This dropped East’s 
king and all Harry had to do 
to win the game and rubber 
was to ruff a diamond; enter 
dummy with that nice queen 
of trumps and discard two 
hearts on the last two dia­ 
monds. He still had to lose 
one heart trick but that gave 
the defense a total of just 
three tricks which was not 
enough for their purposes. 
If Harry had tried the dia­ 
mond finesse he would have 
wound up one trick short. 
West was marked with the 
queen of clubs by his club 
raise and the play to the first 
trick. Remember the code 
word ARCH where A stands 
for Analyze the lead and R 
for Review the bidding? 
It was almost a sure thing 
that East would hold the 
king of diamonds for his 
opening bid. 
The hand could still be 
made if diamonds were to 
break 3-3. Harry’s play gave 
the extra chance of winning 
a g a i n s t king-small in the 
East hand.

Linus Pauling Adds 
To His Enemy List

NEW YORK (NEA) 
In his laboratory nuclear physicist Linus Pauling has 
performed some remarkable deeds. Among other things 
the 69-year-old Stanford University chemistry professor 
is the only human being to win two Nobel Prizes (Ma­ 
dame Curie had one and a half). 
Pauling, who won the 1954 Nobel Prize for Chemistry 
and the 1962 Nobel Peace Prize, has thrown a bridge from 
quantum physics to chemistry, exploring the chemical 
bonds that hold atoms together and linking molecular 
abnormality with hereditary disease. 
Outside his lab Professor Pauling has been just as re­ 
markable. For one thing, 
he once sued the Defense 
Department in an attempt 
to h a l t nuclear testing. 
There were many others. 
He has protested against 
Vietnam, for peace, against 
the bomb, ag a i n s t the 
ABM, for the Rosenburgs 
and against moonrocks. 
The l at es t remarkable 
deed performed by Linus 
Pauling, h o w e v e r , has 
made him more controver­ 
sial than two Nobel Prizes 
and questioning the worth 
of moonrocks ever did. He 
wrote a book, "Vitamin C 
and the Common Cold.’’ 
It’s a thin little paper­ 
back, only 109 pages, but 
its repercussions have been 
enormous. To begin with, 
says a Manhattan druggist, 
Linus Pauling 
the book "has made aspirin 
our second-best s e l l e r . 
Everybody’s buying Vitamin C. We can’t keep enough in 
stock.” 
And to end with, it has added the drug industry and 
the American Medical Association to Pauling’s impres­ 
sive list of adversaries. 
The common cold, of course, is extraordinarily com­ 
mon. It occurs more often than all other diseases com­ 
bined. Each year, Americans spend millions of dollars 
on drugstore remedies to combat colds. And now along 
comes Linus Pauling with a cure—massive doses of Vita­ 
min C—and a cause. 
Drawing trom Dr. Douglas Gildersleeve’s magazine 
article. "Why Organized Medicine Sneezes at the Com­ 
mon Cold,’' Pauling accuses the medical profession and 
drug industry of downplaying the merits of Vitamin C 
so as not to jeopardize their own business flow. 
True or not. the medical profession at least makes a 
point of sneezing at Linus Pauling. 
‘ Prof. Pauling is a nuclear physicist, not a doctor,” 
said New York University’s Dr. Adrian Zorgniotti (medi­ 
cal men are careful not to refer to academic Ph.D.-types 
as "doctor” ). 
‘ Pauling has the advantage of being a Nobel laureate. 
He’s like a baseball player who goes around making 
speeches about politics People listen to him because he’s 
a baseball player, not because he knows anything about 
politics. 
"Prof Pauling has offered no scientific proof of his 
assertions. His opinions are backed up only by his per­ 
sonal-type authority. 
"People should stay in their own area of competence,” 
said an AMA spokesman in Chicago. 
Drug companies limit their remarks to: “ Passing fad- 
like the copper bracelet.” 
Of course, people have been taking Vitamin C (ascorbic 
acid» for years as a presumed protection against cold. 
Pauling’s contribution—based on first-hand (his own) in­ 
formation—has been simply to prescribe more of it. 
Since 1966, Pauling and his wife have been taking Vita­ 
min C in gigantic doses. Ordinarily, 15 milligrams (thou­ 
sandths of a gram) of Vitamic C a day will prevent death 
from that old sailor’s malady, scurvy. Pauling, however, 
suggests daily dosages of up to 10 full grams, if neces­ 
sary. That’s the equivalent of the juice of 200 oranges. 
The Paulings no longer get colds, he says. 
"I may have a little catchiness in my throat or start 
feeling as if Pm getting a cold, but then I take more 
Vitamin C and it goes away.”

It is surprising how many 
people think they must have 
one “ satisfactory” bowel 
movement a day. This sim­ 
ply is not so. If the diet con­ 
tains very little bulk, this 
isn’t necessary. 
A bowel movement is stim­ 
ulated by pressure in the 
rectum. The stool is pro­ 
pelled to the r e c t u m by 
rhythmic contractions of the 
colon. The distention initi­ 
ates the reflex responsible 
for the sensation of the call 
to stool. If the sensation is 
ignored the reflex stops act­ 
ing. A larger volume and 
more distention of the rec­ 
tum is then required to initi­ 
ate the call to stool. The 
stretched, insensitive rectum 
then responds irregularly to 
large, often hard stools that 
are passed with pain and 
difficulty. 
In extreme cases a large, 
often dry stool builds up in 
the rectum and causes "im­ 
paction of the bowels.” This 
condition has to be relieved 
by the physician manually 
breaking up the impaction 
and removing the stool. Of 
course, local disorders, such 
as severe hemorrhoids, can 
contribute to the problem, 
but more often than not the 
hemorrhoids are a result of 
poor bowel habits. 
The call to stool reflex is 
often initiated by a complex 
mechanism caused by the 
stomach being distended 
with food or fluid. This is 
why many people have a 
bowel movement shortly aft­ 
er breakfast. 
Whether a stool is hard or 
soft is usually related to how 
fast it is moved through the 
colon. The leftover bulk aft­ 
er digestion in the small in­ 
testine is expelled into the 
colon in the right lower 
region of the abdomen. The 
material is then in a semi­ 
liquid state. It is propelled 


around the horseshoe-shaped 
colon to the left side ana to 
the rectum by the rhythmic 
contractions of the colon. On 
the way, water is extracted 
from the stool until it is con­ 
verted to its formed shape. 
If the colon is contracted or 
in 
spasm, 
small "pencil­ 
like” stools are formed. 
A tumor in the right side 
of the colon increases the 
speed of moving the stool. 
Since the stool in the right 
colon is liquid it does not 
cause bowl obstruction but 
causes diarrhea. A tumor in 
the lower colon or rectum 
can cause obstruction. Any 
recent unexplained change 
in bowel habit that is per­ 
sistent should require a com­ 
plete examination, since this 
is one sign of a tumor. Many 
tumors of the colon can be 
cured if treated early. 
The frequency and size of 
the bowel movements are re­ 
lated to what a person eats, 
how much they eat, their 
physical activity, habits and 
emotional patterns.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 
had constipation trouble for 
many years. Now I take a 
cup of lukewarm buttermilk 
the lirst thing in the morning 
and about an hour before 
breakfast. It works like a 
laxative. Is there any harm 
in taking a cup of buttermilk 
every morning if it relieves 
constipation? 
Dear Reader—No. Butter­ 
milk will not hurt you. It is 
a lot better than taking a 
lot of harmful laxatives and 
becoming a victim of the 
laxative habit.

Today 
there are 36 teams 
and approximately 
400 boys. 
This year's program has 20 Pee 
Wee teams made up of youngsters 
from the fourth through the sixth 
grades and 16 Junior High School 
teams, 
seventh 
through 
eighth 
grades. The 36 teams with the total 
of 400 youngsters will participate in 
265 games including regular and 
post season playoffs which ought to 
keep them busy. Games are played 
at the Junior High gymnasium and 
run Monday through Friday nights 
and on Saturdays from 9 a.m. until 
10 p.m. 
The 20 Pee Wee teams are divided 
into four five team leagues. At the 
end of the regular season the top 
team in each Pee 
Wee league w ill 
participate in a double elimination 
tourney 
to 
determine 
a 
city 
champion. 
In the Junior High division two 
teams 
from 
each 
league 
will 
participate in the same type double 
elimination 
tournament. 
The 
Recreation Department will also 
meet w ith the coaches at the end of 
the regular season to pick an 'All 
Star Team1' to represent Lompoc in 
Simi, California 
at the annual 
C.C.A.A. Sixth Grade basketball 
tournament. 
This entire program, of course, 
could not be possible if it were not 


for some very generous people. We 
are speaking of the sponsors and the 
coaches and assistant coaches. Fees 
for sponsoring a team is $30 and 
helps defer the cost of jerseys and 
awards. Remaining league expenses 
are handled by a $1 fee charged for 
each participant. 
Coaches serve voluntarily and 
there are approximately 60 adults 
giving their time to this worthwhile 
youth program The coaches spend 
from three to 12 hours per week with 
their respective teams.

International scene by Ray Cromley 
Nixon's reform 


W ASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon spoke recently of 
his plans for what he calls "the most 
significant (governmental) reform 
that we have had, perhaps in a 
century.” 


Nixon has had government reform 
in his mind for quite a number of 
years, long before he entered the 
White House. 
He is known to 
believe that revising the structure of 
this 
government, 
within 
the 
framework ot the Constitution is 
perhaps his role in history. And to 
take no chances, he wants that 
change to come within his iirst term 
of office, in case it is his only term. 


Because of that Nixon dream, this 
reporter has spent considerable 
time at the White House in the past 
year checking to get just what it is 
that Nixon philosophically wants to 
achieve. My conclusions can now be 
reported 
to 
you 
with 
some 
confidence: 
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Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Lock and key 


Nixon is neither a 
conservative nor a 
liberal. 
What’s 
m o r e , 
Nixon 
b e lie v e s 
most 
Americans are like 
him—somewhat 
close 
to 
center 
(regardless of how 
they 
lab e l 
themselves >. 
That 
is, 
Nixon believes most 
Americans are in basic agreement 
on 
what 
they 
want — ‘’c o n s e r v a tiv e s '‘ 
and 
"liberals” . 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats. 
As one White House stalter puts 
it: 
The President in his conversations 
with us continually restates the 
theme that what he is trying to do is 
to reform the structure oi American 
government so that it can achieve 
the goals which have been fairly 
clearly defined in the last 25 years in 
this society but, singularly and out­ 
rageously somehow, not attained. 
Says one Nixon adv iser: 
It there was ever a paradox, it 
was in the 1960s. In that period w'e 
have 
the 
longest, 
strongest 
economic expansion in history, a 
period that ended up with the Gross 
National 
Product growing at a 
billion dollars a week 
During that 
period 
the 
number 
of. 
people 
dependent on welfare soared. New 
York City ended up with 1,050,000 
people on weltare rolls. 
Though 
the 
investment 
in 
e d u c a tio n 
in c r e a s e d 
at 
unprecedented 
rates, 
the school 
systems of the large urban centers 
approached collapse as their failure 
to educate and their lailure to 
impose order and their failure to 
earn the loyalty and confidence of 
their people became ever more 
evident and more severe. 


So in Nixon s mind, the problem is 
not ideological, but administrative. 
He has been attempting to find the 
reason why so many of the efforts of 
the federal government apparently 
have 
produced 
quite 
contrary 
outcomes. 


Nixon thus sees himsell as a man 
who will shake the government 
apparatus nationally and locally 
until (hopefully) it begins to deliver. 


W A S H IN G T O N 
- 
In 
that 
e x t r a o r d i n a r y 
d o cu m en t, 
"Krushchev Remembers.” the old 
Bolshevik who rose to the top of the 
heap and 
then was overthrown 
expresses some heretical opinions. 
He believes that Soviet citizens 
should be free to leave the country 
w'hen they wish, contending that if 
the U S S R . really is a "socialist 
paradise” it should not be necessary 
to keep all the exits double-locked. 
This is the crux of 
the dispute over the 
right of the Jew's in 
the Soviet Union to 
emigrate to Israel 
That 
dispute 
has 
been 
dangerously 
inflamed 
by 
the 
violence 
ot 
the 
Jewish 
Defense 
League. 
The assault of the JD L on Soviet 
citizens and Soviet property in this 
country would seem to insure not 
only that Soviet Jew's would be 
denied the right to emigrate but that 
they 
would 
be 
subjected 
to 
increasing 
harassment 
and 
repression. 
During the past year about 1,000 
Jew's were allowed to leave. The 
hope had been, before the JD L 
moved in, that with quiet persuasion 
this 
number 
could 
be 
greatly 
increased Peaceful protest around 
the w'orld resulted in commutation 
of the death sentence against two of 
the Jew's in the Leningrad hijacking 
conspiracy case. 
While the cumulative repression 
directed 
against 
the 
Jew's, 
a 
heritage ot the anti-semitism of the 
czars, 
has 
been 
greater, 
other 
minorities have suffered much the 
same 
fate. 
Driven 
by paranoid 
suspicion.accentuatedbv the horrors 
of the last war. the dictatorship 
ordered whole peoples carted off to 
Central Asia or Siberia. 
In this respect the Jews came off 
somewhat 
easily. 
A 
Jew ish 
autonomous region wras established 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Far 
East 
near 
Khabarovsk. An el tort w as made to 
require all Jew's to migrate there. 
But the people who went out 
drifted back to European Russia. 
The 
administrative 
entity 
still 
exists, along with a feeble attempt 
to sustain the Jewishness of the 
region 
where currently 
perhaps 
50,000 Jew’s still live. 
Several hundred thousand people 
from the Baltic states were shipped 
to Siberia. 
Up to 400,000 Volga 
Germans, their origins going back 
to Catherine the Great, were moyed 
to Central Asia. 
Various Central 
Asian people have been subjected to 
the same brutal reshuffling. 
Whimon Peres. Israel s minister 
of absorption, estimates the world s 
Jewish population at 14 million. Of 
this total. 2.5 million are in Israel 
(the latest figure w'as just under 3 
million». 6 million in the Uited 
States and 3.5 million in the Soviet 
Union. The total is made up by a 
scattering elsewhere. 
Peres spoke confidently with this 
reporter of Israel’s ability to absorb 
from 1 million to 1.5 million Jews 
from Russia That would be tow'ard 
the goal of an Israeli population ot 10 
million. It would require very large 
contributions from American Jews, 
since to settle a family and provide 
the breadwinner w ith a job costs not 
less than $15,000 
Today any such large-scale exodus 
has an impossible look. The exits 
are all double-locked, with security 
guards 10 deep along the border. To 
get an exit visa is a long and 
tortuous process And every time a 
ballet dancer or a writer defects, 
the locks and the security guards 
are doubled. 
"Let them live where they want.” 
Khrushchev 
writes of 
a 
Soviet 
pianist with an English wife who 
w'as granted permission 
by the 
council 
of 
ministers, 
when 
Khrushchev was chairman, to live in 
London. " I think the time has come 
to give every Soviet citizen that 
choice. If he wants to leave our 
country and live somewhere else for 
a w'hile, all right; we should give 


him that opportunity. It s incredible 
to me that after 50 years of Soviet 
pow'er, paradise should be kept 
under lock and key 
But it is under lock and key, with 
every 
Western 
visitor 
painfully 
aware of what life in a vast prison 
means. 
Not only the Jews but 
minorities and dissenters in a wide 
spectrum press in vain against the 
prison bars.
